Iran, Turkey, 
Pakistan Sign 
U.S. Pacts 


ANKARA (UPI)—Turkey, 
Tran and Pakistan Thursday de- 
fied saber-rattling Soviet threats 
and signed separate agreements 
with the United States for mili- 
tary and economic aid. 


The agreements, wnder dis- 
cussion for months, have pro- 
voked repeated warnings from 
the Russians to the three Bagh- 
dad Pact nations to steer clear 
of further entangling themselv- 
es with the United States. 


The agreements were signed 
at the Turkish Foreign Ministry 


The Soviet Union broke off 
diplomatic negotiations cn a 
nonaggression pact with Iran 
late in January, presumably be- 
cause Iran would not back down 
from its plans for signing a new 
aid agreement with the United 
States and would not withoraw 
from the Baghdad Pact. 


The new military and econo- 
mic aid agreements were first 
proposed in London by U.S. Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles following the coup d'etat 
in Iraq in July. 


In London for a Baghdad Pact 
Council meeting, Dulles sought 
to ease Middle East nervousness 
over the possible implications 
of the Iraqi coup by suggesting 
the new aid agreements for the 
thre eactive Asian members of 


the Turkey, Iran and 
Pakistan. e 
Di sources indicated 


the purpose of the new agree- 
ments would be to provide a 
substitute for U.S. membership 
in the Baghdad Pact. 


The pact has presumably 
been a dead letter in Iraq since 
the coup which put Abdel Karim 
Kassem in power. He has been 
steering a middle course he- 
twen the opposing Communist 
and Arab nationalist elements 
in his country, and has shown 
decided suspicion toward the 
West. 


Informed sources In Karachi, 
Pakistan, said recently that the 
main purpose of the new 
bilateral agreements was to 
reassure the worried Shah of 
Iran that the West stands be- 
hind him in the event of any 
aggression toward Iran. 

Two days ago, Pakistan re- 
jected the iatest in a series of 
Russian notes aimed at the three 
Baghdad Pact powers negotiat- 
ing with the United States on 
the new agreements. 


The Soviet note accused Pakis- 
tan of becoming an American 
military base. It said the “en- 
tire responsibility for the con- 
sequences” rests with Pakistan. 

Similar warnings had been 
aimed at Iran and Turkey. 


Pakistan replied that the pro- 
posed bilateral agreement was 
designed only “to improve 
Pakistan’s capacity for seli-<le- 
fense and has no other purpose.” 


1921 Treaty Obsolete 


TEHRAN (UPI)—TITranian 
Foreign Minister Ali Asghar 
Hekmat said Wednesday the 
Government will publish a 
White Paper to “prove to the 
world” that a 1921 treaty drawn 
up with Russia is obsolete and 
unworkable. 


Hekmat told the Iranian 
Senate that the Soviet Union 
agreed in 1955 to waive clauses 
five and six of the treaty. 


The 1921 treaty gave the 
Soviet Union the right to send 
troops into Tran if-there was 
any threat in the area to Rus- 
sian security. However, Iran 
claimed that the United Nations 
Charter made the provisions of 
the treaty obsolete. 


Ruling Council 
Quits in Sudan 


KHARTOUM (AP)—The Su- 
preme military council which 
has ruled Sudan since last No- 
vember resigned Wednesday but 
Prime Minister Ibrahim Abboud 
retained his post. 


The supreme military council 
was formed the day after Ab- 
boud’s bloodless coup last No- 
vember. This group of officers 
has ruled Sudan since then, most 
of them holding Cabjnet posts. 


The reason for the resigna- 
tions is not yet clear. But ru- 
mors have spread in Khartoum 
that some officers were pressing 
for a reshuffle in the council and 
in the Cabinet.

These allegations have been 
vigorously refuted by the Prime 
Minister. 


The directors, committee 
sources said, agreed to “advise” 
the Prime Minister to take some 
“proper step on his own initia- 
tive” to clear his name and 
thus dispel any public suspi- 
cion. If Kishi refuses to take 
this step, the sources said, the 
committee might pursue the 
matter “sill further.” The sour- 
ces did not indicate what furth- 
er steps the committee direc- 
tors were thinking of, 


The move that Kishi be “ad- 
vised” to act was made by a 
Ryokufukai councillor and sup- 
ported by his party colleagues 
plus the Socialists and Inde- 
pendents present at the meet- 
ing. 


Budayu Kogure, chairman of 
the committee, is expected to 
approach the Prime Minister 
today to inform him of yester- 
day's “advice” decision. 


Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama told the same commit- 
tee that the most important is- 
sue in the Japan-Republic of 
Korea normalization talks was 
the ROK-imposed Rhee Line. He 
said Japan cannot readily accept 
South Korea’s proposals on other 
problems unless this key prob- 
lem is amicably settled. 


Questioned by Socialist Masao 
Nakamura, Fujiyama disclosed 
that the Foreign Office had not 
yet received any official note 
from-the Seoul Government de- 
claring the normalization talks 
ruptured or suspended. 


But he noted South Korean 
officiais had personally stated 
that rupture of the talks could 
not be helped since the Japa- 
nese Government decided to re- 
patriate Korean residents here 
to North Korea if they so wish. 


Nakamura then directed his 

questioning to Kishi, urging 
the Government to set forth its 
basic stand toward Communist 
North Korea and that country’s 
call for opening private trade 
with Japan, 
' Kishi explained Japan’s stand 
was to:normalize diplomatic re- 
lations with South Korea while 
hoping for early unification of 
the two Koreas, 


Referring to trade, Fujiyama 
said that the Government had 
no intention of opening econo- 
mic exchanges with North Ko- 
rea “at the present time.”

positionists. 

If this view is correct, we 
must assume that Mao’s resigna- 
ation is not a voluntary act but 
has some connection with Mos- 
cow’s pressure and struggles for

This view is corroborated by 
the fact that Peiping had a dif- 
ficult time deciding on its repre- 
sentatives to attend the 21st So- 
viet Communist Party Congress, 
and that Red China was not rep-.

Stress Need 
For Unity 


PARIS (UPI)—France and 
West Germany were pledged 
Thursday to work in strict col- 
laboration with the United 
States and Britain in the delicate 
attempt to reach satisfactory 
terms for an East-West summit 
conference. 


That it would be delicate 
there Was no doubt. Signs of an 
Allied rift have appeared with 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan’s call Wednesday for 
negotiations with the Soviets 
on a “disengagement” in central 
Europe. 


“Disengagement” is poison to 
Adenauer and bad medicine to 
De Gaulle. Both, however, are 
more receptive to the summit 
idea than President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower is. 


For this very reason De 
Gaulle and Adenauer, following 
their day of talks Wednesday, 
issued no communique. 


They wanted to avoid any ap 
pearance of presenting a parti- 
cular French-German front to 
their allies at a time when the 
Soviets are more than ever 
ready to exploit any signs of 
Allied disunity. 

Adenauer and De Gaulle met 
in the seclusion of the Marly- 
Le-Roi chateau 10 miles west 
of Paris. Adenauer stayed on 
as De Gaulle’s guest for the 
night. 


He left by train for Bonn 
Thursday at 8:25 a.m. 


If De Gaulle and Adenauer 
were convinced there must be 
Western Allied unity, it was ap- 
parent the Bonn-Paris axis was 
even solider. 


Informed sources said the 
general and the Chancellor 
agreed Wednesday that above 
all they must maintain strict 
Allied unity in future negotia- 
tions with the Kremlin. 


The Western allies have pub- 
licly disagreed among them- 
selves in the past but this, De 
Gaulle and Adenauer felt, is no 
time for it—not with Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev refus- 
ing to budge an inch from his 
stand on Berlin and Germany. 


Informed sources said the feel- 
ing after the De Gaulle-Adenauer 
meeting was that a foreign min- 
isters’ conference, followed by a 
summit conference, was “prob- 
le.” 


But both agreed the confer- 
ence must not be accepted on 
strictly Soviet terms. 

They agreed that the Western 
allies must consult closely to 
draft new proposals aimed at 
fixing the projected conferences 


on conditions fully acceptable to 
the West.

He inferred 
that this may be the return to 
Cyprus of 31 EOKA prisoners 
still held in British jails.

Koestler Charges: 


*‘ Japan PEN Club’s attitude to. 
ward Boris Pasternak is “worthy 
of a clever lawyer and unworthy 
of a writer concerned with a 
fellow-writer’s fate,” according 
to Arthur Koestler. 

The British author said vyes- 
terday in an open letter to the 
Japan PEN Club that there had 
been too much discussion of 
“principle,” and asked the club 
to face the Pasternak issue 
squarely. 

Koestier was replying to a 
letter sent to him Wednesday 
night by the Japanese literary 
club, denying his earlier charge 
that the club is politically in- 
spired, 

Here on a_ six-week visit, 
Koestler began the duel of let- 
ters when he declined in writ- 
ing a bid to address a recent 
Japan PEN Club meeting. At 
that time Koestler said that the 
club’s stand in the Pasternak 
case showed it was more con- 
cerned with politics than with 
protecting freedom of expres- 
sion, 

Pasternak’s novel, “Dr. Zhi- 
vago,” ‘ast year won the Nobel 
Prize for Literature, but 
brought the wrath of the Soviet 


Government upon its author’s

head. Pasternak later was ex- 
pelled from the Soviet Writers’ 
League. 

Koestler, anti-Communist au- 
thor of “Darkness at Noon,” 
charged that Japan PEN Club’s 
telegram deploring the incident 
was so worded as to cast more 
blame on Pasternak’s support- 
ers than his persecutors. 

The club’s executive secreta- 
ry, Jun Tanaka, promptly 
labelled Koestler’s charge “im- 
prudent” and an “insult.” The 
club’s directors met and ap- 
pointed four of its members to 
draft a reply. 

In its reply, delivered Wed- 
nesday, the writers’ club said 
its stand had been taken with 
a view to shielding Pasternak 
from further Russian censure. 
Its own experience during the 
Manchuria incident in the 
1930's had shown Japan PEN 
Club that too much foreign sup- 
port, although well-meant, 
brought added Government 
pressure, the letter declared. 

The letter was signed by Mrs. 
Yoko Matsuoka, secretary gener- 
al of Japan PEN Club. 

Koestler retorted in vyester- 


day’s letter that he was not go 


ing “to be sidetracked into argu- 
ments” over Manchuria or “the 


interpretation of the word ‘gen- 
soku’.” or principle.

Says Russians Are 
in ‘No Hurry’ if 
Talks Get Results 


LEIPZIG (AP)—Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev said Thursday he is 
prepared to postpone the 
May 27 deadline on Berlin 
—provided fruitful Bast- 
West negotiations are un- 
der way then. 

Khrushchev said the May 27 
date might be postponed until 
June 27 “or maybe July 27 .«+s 
we are in no hurry.” 


He cited an old Russian say- 
ing “Never count your chickens 
until autumn.” 


The Soviet Premier made his 
remarks in an impromptu 
speech at a luncheon given by 
the mayor of Leipzig. 

In a note last Noy. 27, Mos- 
cow said it would give the East 
German Communist regime con- 
trol over allied military traffic 
into isolated Berlin on or about 
May 27. It announced this as 

rt of a plan to end the Four- 
ower occupation of Berlin and 
turn West Berlin into a demili- 
tarized “free city.” 

West Berlin is occupied by 
the French, the British and the 
Americans. All have protested 
vigorously against the Soviet 
plan, declaring the Russians 
have no right to walk out on oc- 
cupation arrangement. 

The allies have considered the 
use of force if necessary to keep 
their supplies lines open to Ber- 
lin. 

Khrushchev’s remarks about 
May 27 were inspired by a 
question put to him by lan 
Mikardo, member of the British 
House of Commons and a vice 
chairman of the British Labor 
Party. 

Mikardo asked Khrushchev 
what he meant to do about the 
May 27 deadline. 

Khrushchev noted that the 
West has been calling the May 
27 deadline an “ultimatum.” 

“That is not true,” Khrush- 
chev said. 

Then came his remarks about 
a postponement. 

At the same time, he warned 
emphatically that the Soviet 
Union will sign a separate 
treaty with Communist East 
Germany if the West refuses to 
sign a peace treaty with all of 
Germany. 

Although some of Khrush- 
chev’s words had an ominous 
ring, he remained in high good 
humor throughout the speech, 
which lasted only five or six 
minutes. 

He closed his speech by drink- 
ing a toast to Africa, which he 
described as an awakening con- 
tinent. 

In another of his final lines, 
Khrushchev said: 

“I haven't said anything new, 
but repetition is the mother of 
wisdom,” 


Reiterates Summit Demand 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Russia _ re- 
iterated its call for a summit 
meeting to settle the German 
problem but accepted Western 
demands for a preliminary for- 
eign ministers conference—with 
conditions—in a note to West 
Germany released Wednesday. 

The note, which was similar 
to those addressed to the United

LONDON (AP)—The Soviet 
Union Thursday sharply protest- 
ed the U.S. Naval boarding of 
a Soviet trawler suspected of 
cutting a trans-Atlantic cable off 
Newfoundland. 

Moscow Radio said a note 
handed to U.S. Ambassador 
Liewellyn, Thompson in Mos- 
cow described reports that the 
trawler Novorossisk had damag- 
ed the cables as “a complete 
invention.” 

The officer who headed. the 
American search party had said 
that the fishing boat “probably 
quite likely” had something to 
do with the break in the cables 
but he didn’t know whether 
accidentally or intentionally. 
“The note,” said the Moscow

4.5Y% of Those Over 40 
Have Diabetes: Survey 


One out of 23 Japanese over 40 
years old suffers from diabetes, 
one of the still incurable dis- 
eases plaguing humanity, a To- 
kyo University pharmacologist 
disclosed yesterday. 


Prof. Yoshihito Kobayashi re- 
ported that this incidence—4.5 
per cent—was confirmed in a 
survey covering 18,800 Japanese 
adults of all age groups. 

The survey by 13 university 
hospitals in the country, con- 
ducted under his leadership, is 
still unfinished. Started in the 
spring of 1957, it will cover a 
total of 30,000 persons. The 
check is claimed to be the larg- 
est ever attempted on diabetes. 

An interim report on the find- 
ings will be presented at a gen- 
eral meeting of the Japan Medi- 
cal Society to be held in Tokyo 
from April 1 to 5. 

According to Prof. Kobayashi, 
diabetic cases are predominantly 
male. The male-female ratio 
among the cases examined stood 
at 70-30, he said. 

The incidence of diabetes 
rises sharply with advancing 
age, the survey revealed. The 
rate was less than 1 per cent 
among those below 39, 3.4 per 
cent among those in their 40s, 
58 per cent among those in 


their 50s and 7.7 per cent among 
those in their 60s. The figure 
was 8.2 per cent for those still 
older. 


Among a total of 16,679 cases 
in the over-40 age bracket, re- 
sidents in old-age homes show- 
ed the biggest incidence of 9.6 
per cent. Office and professional 
workers followed with 8.1 per 
cent and merchants came third 
with 5.8 per cent. Manual labor- 
ers registered only 2.5 per cent. 


Prof. Kobayashi warned that 
many elderly persons affected by 
diabetes do not know it. About 
80 per cent of those having the 
disease, he found, were ignor- 
ant of their trouble. 

He said he also confirmed the 
close relationship between dia- 
betes and heredity, as well as 
food. About 7.6 per cent of the 
diabetic cases in the survey 
were found to be hereditary 
cases. 

National incidence of the dis- 
ease, he said, had gradually di- 
minished to zero during the war 
years from 1941 to 1945 and then 
steadily climbed again there- 
after. Hypertension was seen in 
39.5 per cent of the cases, and 
obesity was confirmed as most 
common among those afflicted 
with the malady. |

‘Bias,’ Quits 
PEN Club 


A member of the Japan PEN 
Club yesterday seceded from 
the organization after denounc- 
ing it as “ideologically biased.” 


He is Mayumi Haga, profes- 
sor of German literature at 
Kwansei Gakuin University in 
Nishinomiya, Hyogo Prefecture 
and at Toyo University in To 
kyo. 

In a letter to Yasunari Kawa- 
bata, president of the club, 
Haga charged that the club has 
political bias and is taking “an 
attitude of advocating suppres- 
sion of freedom of expression.” 


Haga concluded his letter by 
declaring “As an intellectual, |! 
can no longer remain as a 
member of the club.” 


The accusation by the 55 
year-old professor has an old 
background. 

In the note, Haga said he was 
criticized rathér than complli- 
mented for proposing at the 
1955 International PEN Con- 
gress held in Vienna that the 
next congress be held in Japan. 
“When the congress was ac- 
tually held in Japan in 1957, he 
said, he was completely ignor- 
ed throughout the meeting. 

He said the Japan PEN Club 
did not invite him to any of the 
major meetings with foreign 
delegates to the congress. 

He was deprived of chances 
to meet and talk with foreign 
men of letters who came here 
for the meeting, he said. 

Elsewhere in the letter, he 
specifically pointed to the “un- 
sympathetic attitude” taken by 
the PEN Club toward a group 
of Hungarian refugee writers 
who attended the international 
conference. 


Water Plant Opens 
At Kawasaki City - 


KAWASAKI <dKyodo)—Com-

The National Annuity System 
Bill, one of the key measures 
to go on the Diet floor during 
the current session of the 
legislature, was taken up for 
study by the House of Repre- 
sentatives Socilaly and Labor 
Committee yesterday. 

The committee will also dis- 
cuss a Socialist version of the 
Government bill. 

In view of the importance of 
the bill, the Lower House com- 
mittee will shortly hold public 
hearings to hear the opinions 
of social security experts. 

Socialist Kazuo Yagi started 
off the questioning on the Gov- 
ernment bill, which sets the 
maximum monthly grant under 
the proposed national annuity 
program at ¥3,500 per capita. 

Welfare Minister Michita 
Sakata admitted that the sum 
was not large enough. He add- 
ed, however, that the money 
will give aged persons some 
measure of security and com- 
fort and that it was the best 
the Government could do for 
the prospective beneficiaries of 
the annuity under the present 
circumstances. 

Welfare Ministry official Shin- 
ichiro Koyama, who was one of 
the chief drafters of the new 
system, told the committee that 
the main objective of the bill 
was to realize an ideal social 
security plan through social in- 
surance. 

The new  iegisiation will 
cover the aged, disabled per- 
sons and widows and their 
children. Under the new plan, 
¥200 will be collected monthly 
from persons between 20 and 
59 years of age. Those who 
cannot afford these. payments 
may still become beneficiaries. 

After the committee mecting, 
its directors discussed the sched- 
uling of debates on the Min- 
imum Wage Bill but failed to 
reach agreement.

The mediation committee on 
the private railway workers 
dispute met yesterday morning. 

At this meeting, both the 
union and management repre- 
sentatives made some soonces- 
sions. Management offered to a 
monthly wage hike of ¥1,100. 
Previously it had proposed a 
¥500 increase. On the other 
hand, the union representatives 
lowered their wage increase 
demand from ¥2,000 to ¥1,500. 


However, the mediation at- 
tempt by Chairman Ichiro 
Nakayama of the Central Labor 
Relations Commission failed 
yesterday evening. 


Immediately thereafter, Naka- 
yama notified the union and 
management that he would in- 
voke his authority to stop a 24- 
hour general strike scheduled 
by the private railway workers 
for Sunday. 


At 8:30 p.m., Nakayama went 
into a huddle with union repre- 
sentatives. About half an hour 
later, he summoned the manage- 
ment delegates to hear their 
view. 


Nakayama, the Government's 
chief labor troubleshooter, was 
expected to present a last-min- 
ute compromise plan to the uni- 
on and management delegates 
by early this morning. 

Indications last night were 
that 20 to 30 per cent of the 
ticket punchers of the five pri- 
vate railways in the Kanto area 
would strike again today. A 
two-hour strike of private rail- 
way workers in the Kansai area, 
threatened to be staged today, 
was considered unavoidable last 
night. 

On the steel front, workers of 
the Japan Steel & Tube Co. and 
Fuji Iron & Steel Co. launched 
partial strikes yesterday, fol- 
lowing up the 24-hour strike 
carried out Wednesday. The 
partial strike will continue until 
March 13. 

Unions of the five other 
medium and small iron and 
steel companies also went on 
strike yesterday. 

The Yawata Iron & Steel Co. 
Workers Union, which launched 
a 48-hour strike Wednesday con- 
tinued its walkout yesterday.

By hailing two exhibitions of 
paintings and prints by women 
artists this week, I intend to 
stress only their artistry and not 
their femininity. In their work 
as artists women are humans, 
dependent on their sex only to 
the extent that it humanizes 
their insight. Where their spe- 
cial female quality emerges, 
they are as unpleasant as those 
insistent males who flex their 
muscies In their art. Luckily 
the ladies here under considera- 
tion are neither coviy. female 
nor aggressively feminist. Most 


of them are just darn good cr- 
tists. 


I would prefer to treat them 
entirely on a basis that does 
not try to stress sex or to ignore 
it. Evidently such angelic dis- 
interestedness is not yet possi- 
ble in our world. Women ar- 
tists still believe that it helps 
them to band together or else 
to hide under a masculine pseu- 
donym, Does it really? Cer- 
tainly the work shown in these 
two exhibitions needs no such 
protective covering.

PEOPLE BY PATRIC. Portraits 
in ofl, at the Takashimaya Store, 
8th floor through March 8. 

It ia significant that the paint- 
er here entitles this show as 
“people,” rather than as por- 
traits.

vendor without any hat at all. 
All seven ages of man, in a 
Japanese version, people this 
stage. All strata of life, all oc- 
cupations, all types and pat- 
terns and poses excite the eye 
of this painter who would 
sweep all of Japan into her 
brush. 

“Patric” is a convenient ab- 
breviation for an American ar- 
tist who bears the picturesque 
but difficult name of Patricia 
Bauernschmidt. She calls this 
show “people,” in order to in- 
dicate that she was avidly con- 
cerned with the humanity ot 
her sitters and that she had no 
time to paint their formal por- 
traits. She sketched them rapid- 
ly—I venture to guess that one 
or two sittings sufficed—but the 
use of full color and oils allow- 
ed a more complete rendering 
than is customary in_ the 
“sketch.” 

Thus these paintings are not 
preliminary notes; each must 
stand complete as a bit of hu- 
manity gathered up hurriedly to 
form a pageant of Japanese per- 
sonalities. In this form the en- 
tire exhibition could travel 
abroad as a very personal am- 
bassador from Japan. 

Only two or three ee 
are carried forward to the full- 
ness of study and composition 
of a portrait. Notably her self- 
portrait hints of artistic trans- 
formations beyond the gather- 
ing of picturesque personaiities.

Exhibition of Women Print Art- 
ists. At the Toyoko Store, 7th floor. 
Shibuya Station. Through March 8. 

In their second exhibition this 
‘ group of women print makers 
has improved a thousand-fold 
over their showing of last vear. 
And since I remember them as 
being very good even in that 
first effort, you may draw your 
conclusions about their quality 
of today. 

The mention of their sex 
would have no importance in- 
sofar as the strength of their 
work is concerned, for this is 
full-fledged, full-blooded artistry 
that needs no apologies. It is 
only in reconsideration, in 
probing into the reasons for 
their variety and experimental 
courage that I must recall that 
these women artists have an 
additional freedom precisely 
because thev are women. 

This isnot as radoxical as 
it sounds. Several of these ar't- 
ists are wives or sisters of re- 
nowned print makers or live 
close to the center of such ac- 
tivity. They have a golden op- 
portunity to learn their craft 


slowly and organically in the 
ciassic sort of apprentice sys- 
tem. They do not (with one 
or two exceptions) labor under 
the pressure of professionalism, 
with the urgency to produce in 
quantity and quality for the 
support of their families, 

Their work may be hampered 
by the thousand-and-one ob- 
stacles that crowd a woman's 
dativ life, but their art activity 
is a release and a delight, an out- 
let for their imagination and 
for their sense of form and 
color.. Under these conditions 
it is more likely that women 
may experiment with ves, 
with paper printing, or with less 
sure-fire design, while the men 
feel compelled to meet a certain 
professional standard. 

With this general explanation 
out of the way, each work may 
speak for itself. Thirteen artists 
have banded together here, as 
print makers, as women and as 
friends. They are surest in the 
colored woodcut, where Japa- 
nese tradition sustains them 
most firmiy. They are shakiest 
in etchings, still a new field in 
this country. In between come 
a series of experimental lithos 
and mixed media of dyeing and 
stamping. The few failures in 
this show serve as a fine foil for 
the numerous triumphs.

Don’t Pivot Too Fast or Too Far 


Here's a golfing tip you 
can't argue with: Much of the 
power developed in the swing 
originates from the action of 
your hips. 


Now that that’s settled, let 
me caution. you that the op- 
posite is also true—much loss 
of power can be attributed to 
the incorrect pivoting of your 
hips. 

Many golfers, for instance, 
before their clubhead meets 
the ball, are already facing 
in the direction in which the 
ball is supposed to be heac- 
ing. This is, of course, afk 
wrong! 

Their hips get out of con- 
trol too soon, and they pivot 
too fast and over too much. 

While I'm on the subject, 
let me say that most average 
golfers pivot their hips too 
soon, sometimes as early as 
the start of the downswing. 

Let your hips pivot natural- 
ly, and make sure that the 
whole action is a smooth and 
flowing one. Your hips will 
start a, over to the 
right on the backswing until

you reach the top. Then 
pause and start down. Gradu- 
ally you'll feel your hips start 
turning, first forward, then 


naturally around to the left 
on the follow-through. Once 
you get this down pat, a lot 
of your worries will be over.

According to the sources the 
new compromise offer:

Cheap Japanese Toys 


| Hit Australian Firms 


MELBOURNE (AP) — Japa- 
nese toys sold in Australia are 
generally 40 per cent cheaper 
than the local product, the sec- 
retary of the Australian Con- 
gress of Trade Unions, H. J. 
Souter, said Thursday. 

Because of heavy Japanese 
toy imports, the sales of Aus- 
tralian toys dropped nearly 30 
per cent last year.

Red Fallacies Viewed 


In Economic Expansion 


By JOSEPH 


The next few columns will 
try to be a sort of oversimplified 
exposition on capital formation 
and economic development of 
a country. They are inspired 
by the amount of starry-eyed 
stories I have been reading in 
the press ever since the first 
Sputnik appeared, running to 
the effect that Soviet Russia 
and Red China have captured 
thre key to economic progress, 
and all of the underdeveloped 
countries are now ready to 
discard capitalism and freedom 
in order to get quickly on their 
way to their own Sputniks, 

There is a germ of somewhat 
specious but nevertheless ap- 
pealing reasoning in all of this 
which makes it dangerous. The 
germ is that you can, of course, 
sweat a degree of capital forma. 
tion out of a population by the 
exercise of a central tyranny, 
a fact which has its appeal to 
the politicians and intellectuals 
who do not expect to do the 
sweating. The other half of the 
reasoning, though unadmitted, 
probably has more truth in it. 

Easier Way Out 

Tt is simply the fact that ef- 
fective or not, a _ totalitarian 
government's economic develop- 
ment is a lot easier and less 
complicated than the task of 
running a free country for the 
good of its population. Missiles 
and satellites are great scientific 
and engineering achievements. 
So in their way are steel mills. 
But directing capital into such 
crash projects requires only a 
fraction of the political and 
managerial talent needed for 
the less spectacular but more 
important job of raising the liv- 
ing standard of a whole popula- 
tion, The countries that 
voluntarily lean toward commu- 
nism do not do so for the sake 
of better living; they do it be- 
cause that is the easier way out 
for their politicians. 

Stripped of glamor, capital 
formation in any country is 
nothing but the difference be- 
tween what is produced and 
what is consumed. If a man in 
a working day produces $10 
worth of goods, and he and his 
family consume $9, then the 
dollar left over is newly form- 
ed capital—after taxes I ‘will ad- 
mit. In a free country that 
new capital is voluntarily in- 
vested by the individual, either 
directly or via a savings account 
or insurance or other place to 
put money to work. In a Com- 
munist country, the dollar is 
profit to the all embracing state 
which relieves the individual 
of the task of doing his own in. 
vesting, It also relieves him of 
any personal profit from the 
earnings of his capital. 

There is no magic about the 
way capital is formed in a Red 
country or about how it is used 
for economic development. It 
comes from production and it 
is invested by someone accord- 
ing to his best judgment of 
where capital should go. 

Red A 


The apologists for the Red 
system cannot claim “pie in the 
sky,” but must rest their argu- 
ments for the superiority of 
their system on two possible 
points. 

First, they would have to say 
that a Red bureaucrat is a bet- 
ter judge than a free individual 
or businessman of where and 
how to invest savings. That, I 
would say, is nonsense. While 
I have known some inept busi- 
nessmen, I have known just as

many dumb bureaucrats, and in 
a free system you can try to 
pick a good business to invest 
in while in a totalitarian coun- 
try you have no choice. Also 
private businessmen usually fail 
to survive unless they are rea- 
sonably competent in using 
their capital, while even stupid 
bureaucrats can go on forever 
with other people’s capital. 

Those who profess a belief 
in state control of an economy 
really believe that the govern- 
ment can protect its people 
from their own weaknesses, 
ij. e., it can force investment in 
Sputniks or steel mills whereas 
the people left to themselves 
might prefer television or ranch- 
houses or hula hoops. The 
merits of this add up to a real 
moot question, and the answer 
depends on whether one thinks 
the average Russian family 
huddled in a one-room, cold- 
water flat in Moscow gets more 
good from a Sputnik than it 
would from say, a hula hoop, or 
whether the money spent in 
advertising lipstick is any less 
useful than that spent in Red 
China in advertising Mao Tse- 
tung. 

Some Foolish Frills 

T would say that it comes out 
about even, and across the board 
I think that the quality of 
capital in both systems is about 


even too. A free economy 
invests its capital in some 
foolish’ frills, but probably 


develops just about as much 
basic economy in the process as 
does a system conciously devot- 
ed to such development. 

After all, while a hula hoop is 
frivolous, the demand for it as 
well as other products develops 
our very: important .plastics 
industry, an industry in which 
the Soviet is making hard effort 
to catch up. I would say that 
the wastage in the frivolous 
type of end product is no great- 
er than the wastage inherent in 
ponderous and unwieldy bureau- 
cratic control of an economy, 
and even hula add some 
fun to life which the bureau- 
crats’ mistakes certainly do not. 

To support the Reds’ system 
for economic development, one 
really must believe in the fact 
that if you run a country with 
a club and a whip you can make 
your people work longer and at 
least visibly harder, and can 
reduce their consumption of 
everything in order to drain off 
the maximum possible percent- 
age of their earnings for s0-call- 
ed capital formation. This is a 
real advantage, I suppose, on an 
inhuman way, but it is not any 
secret discovered by the Reds. 

Slave labor, convict labor, 
road gangs and so on are as old 
as man, and the slave econo 
mics have long since been 
understood to be profitable to 
the owner of the slaves. ‘The 
slaves’ opinions on the matter 
are usually not asked, but from 
the fact that slaves have al- 
ways tried to run away, even 
from modern communism, it 
may be judged that they do not 
believe that they share well in 
the profits. 

This apparently successful 
way to sweat out fast economic 
development has a lot of other 
flaws. Even a dedicated Com- 
munist gets tired, and I have 
never seen the same amount of 
work produced in one 16-hour 
day as could be turned out in 
two eight-hour days. Also if 
you have to have a guard, or & 
soldier in reserve, for every 
four or five workers, you lose 
about 20 per cent or so on the 
deal because the guards and 
soldiers produce nothing. And 
if, as in Red China, you make 
most of your people spend 
hours every day being politi 
cally indoctrinated, that is just 
as much wasted time as the cof- 
fee break and the time which 
American stenographers spend 
in the washroom. 

Finally, if you reduce the 
consumption of your people to 
just enough food and clothing 
and shelter to keep them alive, 
and can at the same time con- 
vince them that that is a good 
way to live, why bother with 
economic development anyway?

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Socialist Mission to Peiping 

A Socialist’ Party mission, headed by Secretary General 
Inejiro Asanuma, left Tokyo Wednesday for Peiping to 
explore possibilities for ending the present stalemate in 
relations between this country and Red China. 

The mission expects to meet and canfer with Premier 
Chou En-lai, Foreign Minister Chen Yi and other Red 
Chinese Government leaders, the subjects due for discus- 
sion including trade issues and the promotion of cultural 
relations. But political questions can hardly be ruled out, 
and, the majority views of the Japanese Socialist Party 
being what they are, we may expect a one-sided approach 
by Mr. Asanuma’s mission in gepresenting to Peiping 
Japan’s attitude toward current events. 


In Peiping, the stand has been taken that the Kishi 
Government in Japan is the enemy of the “Chinese people.” 
This stand is certainly false and the Japanese Government 
has again and again stated that it desires good relations 
not only with the Chinese people but also with the Peiping 
Government—in this latter case so long as there is no 
sacrifice of principle on the part of this country. The 
Socialist Party, highly critical of the Kishi Government's 
policy, and strongly inclined to policies which savor of 


the leftist ideas propounded 


in Peiping, is got the best 


representative abroad of Japan as a whole and we can 
hardly expect fruitful results from the mission. 
Nevertheless, we do not wish to deprecate any kind 
of contacts that may be made with Peiping with the object 
of showing the Red regime that the Japanese people seek 


no quarrel with Red China. 


The Red Chinese leaders are 


not likely to be deceived by any Socialist attempt, if made, 
to tell them that the Socialists represent the true opinions 


of the Japanese people as a whole. 


They know full well 


that Japan has representative parliamentary government 
and the Socialists would have to answer the formidable 
question—why then are you not in power if yours is the 
majority political view?—if they attempted to deceive their 


hosts on this point. 


The crux of the situation as it exists between Japan 
and Red China has been, and still is, that the Peiping 
Government insists on making political demands on this 
country which the Japanese Government cannot accede to. 
The Socialists might be willing to concede these demands, 
but not the Japanese Government nor the Japanese people 


as a whole. Mr. 


Asanuma’s 


mission therefore cannot 


promise Peiping anything in this connection; the Japanese 
Socialist Party would need to win an election at home first. 
It is possible that the mission might promise something for 
the future, contingent on the party coming to power, but 
that is not likely to satisfy the Chinese Reds for long, if 


at all 


Prior to the mission’s departure from Tokyo, Mr. Asa- 
numa issued a statement regretting that a technical state 
of war remained between Japan and Mainland China al- 
though 14 years had passed since the end of World War II. 
He added that it was regrettable that the Kishi Adminis- 
tration’s “unfriendly diplomatic policy” toward Peiping had 
frustrated the “friendly relationship” established by the 


efforts of some 40 private organizations. 


But the truth is 


- that until Peiping showed its hand, and insisted on putting 
political pressure on this country, the Japanese Govern- 
ment did everything in its power to improve economic re- 
lations with the mainland. As for the “friendly relation- 
ship” supposed to have been created by various private 
organizations, all that was actually secured was by falling 
in with the demands of Peiping which was only too happy 
to have the chance to make out that the Kishi Govern- 
ment desired one thing and Japanese business people quite 


another. 


We do not think any definite improvement in relations 
between the two countries can be obtained in this way. 
Unless Peiping changes its attitude toward the elected Gov- 


ernment of Japan, little can be done but to mark time. 
Peiping cares to take the opportunity afforded by the visit

of the Socialist mission to express a willingness to negotiate 
on a new basis with the Japanese Government in power 
that would be something of real value, but this we do not 
expect and we do not suppose the members of the mission 


themselves expect it. 


In any case, we hope that the question of relations 
with Red China will not be dragged further into party 
politics in Japan. This matter is a serious one and should 
be raised above party politics and studied on all its merits. 
If the Socialists at home plan to make party capital out 
of the mission to Peiping, and its success or failure, they 
will render their country a disservice. We view with 
alarm any kind of “leftist diplomacy” calculated to force 
the nation into ill-considered steps.

WASHINGTON—Until the en- 
trance of the United States into 
World War Il the British for 
100 vears had called the tune 
and provided the ultimate lead- 
ership for the Atlantic commu 
nity of nations. 

During most of that century 
it was the British fleet that 
shielded the Anglo-American 
alliance in every ocean. 

But in the 15 years from Pearl 
Harbor until the other day, 
when British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan flew off from 
London to Moscow, the Amer- 
ican voice had been decisive. 
The British voice had fallen to 
a mere echo of Washington. 
For the great shield from the 
end of World War II has been 
the American strategic air arm, 
and no longer the Royal Navy. 

Diplomacy Upset 

Now, however, Macmillan’s 
mission to Moscow has quietly 
turned upside down the diplo- 
macy of the Allied world. To- 
day at least, and possibly for a 
fairly lengthy tomorrow, it is 
British leadership that holds 
the initiative on the Western 
side. 

A series of unrelated but pow- 
erful historical circumstances 
has put the London Govern- 
ment and not the Washington 
Government dominantly into 
the world’s eyes. One circum- 
stance is the Ulness of our Sec- 
retary of State, John Foster 
Dulles. Long and resolutely he 
had piped the air to which the 
British and all others on our 
side had danced, 

Another factor is the Iirresis- 
tible growth in England of a be- 
lief that the United States has 
been too committed to a rigid 
policy in talking to the Rus- 
sians.

Burying the Hatchet

LONDON (LPS)—After many 
months of negotiation the An- 
glo-Egyptian Financial Agree- 
ment has now been signed. It 
is not the end of the path toward 
resumption of full relations be- 
tween the two countries, but the 
important thing is that it is a be- 
ginning which clearly implies 
that both sides want to reach 
that end. 

Not everyone in England will 
be satisfied. For that matter, 
the Egyptian Government evi- 
dently has its own critics. But 
the great weight of feeling is 
one of encouragement that 
spades are at work burying the 
hatchet, even if the corner of it 
is still sticking out. 

The course is now clear for 
two-way commerce to start again 
between us. There are many 
British businesses which are an- 
xious to get back into Egyptian 
markets. The best and fullest 
relations between us will be 
built up on the innumerable 
links of mutual business and 
cultural interest and mutual re- 
spect unhappily ruptured for so 
long by the troubles. 

It will be “reshaping” rather 
than resumption of all these 
links.

Other suppliers of a wide range 
of goods have established them- 
selyes in the vacuum that was

Represents All 

So much for the background. 
The net is that Macmillan in the 
real sense is representing all 
of us, even if this is not his in- 
tention or Washington's inten- 
tion. What he has to propose 
upon his return obviously will 
have vast meaning to us all. 
So, what sort of man is this 
upon whom so much depends? 


The answer should not be 
frightening even to those among 
us who believe the British to 
be tricky beyond words. For 
Macmillan is a sound, solid, 
truly conservative politician; no 
dreamer, no happy “one-world- 
er” asleep to the menace of im- 
perialist communism. 


He is not an easy man to fool; 
half a generation ago he fought 
to the end against Britain's ap- 
peasement of Hitler. He is a 
good, savvy trader, man of ex- 
traordinary ability in -face-to- 
face meetings. He wants peace, 
of course, as do all rationaymen. 
But he has never confused peace 
with mere weakness and sur- 
render. 


To talk to him is to discard 
quickly the old American 
stereotype of the tea-drinking 
Britisher moving about in his 
striped pants with woolly good- 
will and bland unawareness of 
the harsh facts of life. The 
British have sent no nice boy 
on a man’s errand to Moscow. 
The slight, amiable-seeming 
fashion plate who has 
there is quite as tough as they 
come. He is (from World War 
I) a thrice-wounded Guards of- 
ficer. And nobody, not even the 
justly famous American marine, 
is a better man than a Guards 
man to have around, either in 
talking things over or, if it 
comes to that, in fighting 
out.

BERLIN—There is absolute 

certainty here that Soviet Pre- 

mier Nikita Khrushchev is run-

He means it, and on May 27

Simultaneously, the West 
will face its deadliest crisis 


since World War II. 

But there also is no expecta- 
tion here that any Berlin block- 
ade will erupt the first day or 
even in the first month of the 
changeover in controls.

The real objective, so this 
theory goes, is the permanent 
division of Germany. With 
the German question settled to 
Soviet taste, the Western world 
must face the fact that history 
has been altered and Russia's 
recognized sphere of influence 
pushed out beyond her own 
borders halfway across the face 
of Western Europe. 


With the Russian rear pro- 
tected and East Europe stabiliz- 
ed Khrushchev then is free to 
press his seven-year plan and 
eventually his ambitions for 
world. domination through eco- 
nomic force alone. 

But Khrushchev does not 
want a.war because the 
strength of his plan depends 
upon continued Soviet industri- 
al growth.
